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Robert Williams Would Maroon 
2-300,000 U.S. Jews on an Island 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.—(NJP)—Robert H. Williams, the newest 
threat among the anti-Semitic fringe, recommended the removal 
of “perhaps two or three hundred thousand” Jews to an island. 

Asked by letter what he proposed be done with the Jews, Wil- 
liams, who publishes the monthly Intelligence Summary, a viciously 


anti-Semitic newsletter, replied 
that he used to think that the 
“only solution to our problem 
would be to move every single 
Jew to an island permanently.” 

But now that he believes that 
he knows “Jews an dthe Jewish 
problem better,” he feels that 
“t is only the vicious power- 
hungry and temperamentally per- 
yerted fanatics of the Jewish 
community who are the source 
of trouble in any generation.” 

HE HAS THE ANSWER 

“If we could move them to an 
island and keep them there,” he 
related, “it probably would be 
two or three generations before 
another crop of deceptive and 
destructive revolutionaries would 
have time to organize their peo- 
ple against us again.” 

Williams said he did “not know 
how many” Jews would have to 
be so marooned” but guessed at 
the figure of two or three hun- 
dred thousand. 

He speculated that if these so- 
called “activitists were merely 
run out “of the country they 
would immediately set about or- 
ganizing all of the other .coun- 
tries of the world against us.” 

“Already of course,” he as- 
serted, “they have organized Rus- 
sia and eastern Europe and Asia 
against us to the best of their 
ability.” 

SHOULD DESTROY ADL 

Williams was asked, what he 
thought “Jews themselves ought 
to do about the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith and about 
Herbert Lehman, Felix Frank- 
furter, Anna Rosenberg, ete. 
Williams, who has accused them 
of Communist affiliations, _re- 
plied that “the more far-sighted 
Jews should destroy the Anti-De- 
famation League and repudiate 
the ¢ revolutionary leaders such as

Hospital Compromise 
Barred By Rabbis 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—The campaign on the part of New York 
rabbis to see that kashruth is observed at the proposed Long Island 
Jewish Hospital gathered increased momentum this week with the 
following developments: 

1. Fifty leading rabbis turned down the compromise proposal 
of the hospital at a meeting held on the request of the Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropies of New York in an effort to reach an 
agreement, 

2. Rabbi I. Usher Kirshblum of Queens announced that he 
was withdrawing support from Federation, which he blamed for 
the hospital plans. 

The 50 rabbis met Sunday night at the home of A. B. Joffe, a 
member of the hospital's board of directors, who told The Post that 
Federation had asked him to act as intermediary. Among those 
present were Rabbi Herbert Goldstein, Dr. Leo Young, and Dr, 
Robert Gordis. 


NO SUCH THING AS HALF KOSHER 


Joffe said that he presented the hospital's compromise plan of 
having dua] facilities—kosher and non-kosher. However, the rabbis 
raised unanimous objections to this proposal on the ground that 
there was nothing in Jewish law to permit such an arrangement. 
There is no such thing as half kosher, they said. Either the hospital 
is kosher or it isn’t. 

Joffe reported that no decision was reached and said it would 
be necessary to have more meetings until unity was achieved. 

The session also heard Rabbi Kirshblum repeat questions about 
Federation which he raised last week at a meeting of the New York 
Board of Rabbis in the Federation building. The meeting was an 
official one called to plan for aiding Federation in its campaign, 
Rabbi Kirshblum posed several questions to Executive Vice Presi« 
dent Joseph Willens of Federation. 

IS FEDERATION OPEN ON SATURDAYS 

“Is it true that the Federation office is open on Sabbath during 
the campaign and that workers are encouraged to violate the Sab- 
bath by being paid time and a half?” he asked. 

“Is it true that Federation is always open on the second day 
of the Jewish holidays thereby conforming to the principles of 
Reformism and disregarding the principles of Orthodoxy and Cons 
servatism?” he also wanted to know. 

On the subject of the hospital, Rabbi Kirshblum demanded to 
know: 

“Why was the petition signed by 63 rabbis and headed by the 
most distinguished rabbis of Long Island, namely Dr. Robert Gordis, 
Dr. Ben Zion Bokser, and Rabbi Arthur Neulander, completely 
ignored? 


WHO IS OPPOSING KASHRUTH? 


“Who are the Jews of Long Island opposing Kashruth? 

“The Long Island Rabbinate, including the Reform rabbis, have 
all come out for kashruth. Not a single Reform congregation has 
come out against kashruth. Is it possible then that Federation itself 
is the only and stein opponent of Kashruth in the.Long Island 
Hospital?” 

The rabbi said that “as a matter of self-respect” he can’t sup- 
port Federation’s drive this year and he called upon the President 
of the New York Board of Rabbis to urge that Federation review 
its religious policies. Furthermore, he suggested that Federation 
establish specific religious standards and require beneficiary insti- 
tutions to gomply as a condition of support. : 

Reached by telephone for comment on Rabbi Kirshblum’s state- 
ment, Willens told The Post that he wanted to reply but would 
require more time to study the rabbi’s remarks. He promised to 
have something to say on the subject within the next week. 

Willens said that he had not ‘given any private reply to Kirsh- 
blum. This was confirmed by the Long Island Rabbi, who said that 
he had not been answered by Willens but was anxiously waiting 
to hear from him. 


QUESTIONS RAISED BY MANY PEOPLE 


“I may be all wrong in my viewpoint,” Kirshblum conceded. 
“I’m merely asking a series of questions that have been raised by 
many people in the Jewish community. However, I have good 
reason to believe that many of these criticisms are founded.’ 

In his statement before the New York Board of Rabbis. Kirsh- 
blum said that Federation has not been successful in obtaining 
more than 80,000 contributors and suggested that this might be 
because Federation has been “constantly irritating the religious 
sensibilities of a goodly portion of the Jews of New York.” 

Among the other questions he asked Willens to answer were: 

1. Is it true that Mt. Sinai Hospital does not serve meat on 
Fridays in deference to its Catholic patients? 

2. Is it true that the Neustadter Home in Yonkers does not 
permit kosher food to be brought in? 

3. Is it true that the women residents of Kingsbridge House 
are not given me facilities t to kindle lights on Sabbath eve?

MINNEAPOLIS — (NJP) — Tape-recorded 
High Holiday services, believed to be the first 
of their kind, were held this year for the Jewish 
inmates of Minnesota’s mental hospitals. and 
penal institutions. 

The services were “very favorably re- 
ceived” according to officials of the Division of

SOME COMMENT ON SIMCHAS TORAH; 
INTEREST HIGH SAVE AS TORAH READ

AM NOT here offering a solution. 


I just feel it is necessary to note that in the Simchas Torah 
service, which is supposed to be primarily held 
to “celebrate” or honor the Torah, the one time 
when the congregation shows complete boredom 
and lack of interest is during the actual reading 
of the Torah. Then both adult and child alike 
decide it is time to ignore the proceedings on 
the altar and begin conversing with their 
neighbors. 

We should add, to round out the picture, that 
the holiday of Simchas Torah is probably the 
most impressive and colorful of the Jewish fes- HELEN COHEN 
tivals, especially in its effect on the child, with its pageantry and 
joyous attitude, singing and proud parading of the entire group of 
shiny, satin bound and gold and silver trimmed scrolls of the Torah. 

And the impressiveness of the occasion has been definitely aug- 
mented by the fairly recent and fitting innovation of utilizing the 
day of honoring the Torah by “consecrating” first grade pupils to 
the Torah. Watching little six year olds, in starched white shirts 
and dainty party frocks march solemnly up to the altar to be 
plessed and instructed to hold fast to Torah will move even the 
most sophisticated. 

I suppose part of the fault of the congregation’s complete lack 
of interest in the actual reading of the Torah is that it is done in 
Hebrew and therefore unintelligible.

ASHKENAZI dates back to 


the 17th century when the 

Jews of Turkey invited their 
co-religionists in Austria, Ger- 
many, Hungary and Czecho- 
slovakia to leave their native 
countries where they were op- 
pressed and persecuted and to 
come to settle in Turkey where 
the Government was tolerant 
and hospitable. The ‘“kol kore” 
or invitation issued by the 
Turkish Jews caused a great 
commotion wherever it was re- 
ceived and large multitudes 
responded to the invitation. 

As they settled in Turkey 
and Turkish dominated coun- 
tries they founded as separate 
and distinct religious commu- 
nity, which was called Kahal 
Kadosh Ashkenazi (The Holy 
Community of German Jews). 
This set them apart from the 
Sefardic and Roman Jewish 
communities which had pre- 
ceded them. 

It was from the name of 
the community that the Jew- 
ish surname Ashkenazi (Ger- 
man) is derived. They pros- 
pered and waxed rich. Many 
of them re-emigrated later to 
other European countries and 
when time came for them to 
adopt permanent family names 
they took the historic name of 
Ashkenazi. Others germanized 
their name and called them 


selves “Deutsch” which has 

the same meaning and origin.

4 green peppers Lettuce leaves 

4 tomatoes Cold cooked rice 

DRESSING (Or use your favorite French dressing, sparinghy) 

1 teaspoon curry powder 2% teaspoons mild vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt % tablespoon finely chopped 

Pinch sugar onion (more if desired) 
To make 3 cups: Put i cup of uncooked rice, 2 cups cold water and 
1 teaspoon salt in a two-quart sauce pan and cover with a tight- 
fitting lid. Bring to a vigorous boil. Then reduce the heat as low as 
possible and steam for 14 minutes or until all the water is absorbed, 
leaving the separate rice grains with their full nutritional value.

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ADL, Committee, Should Quash Rumor On NCRAC 


DO not feel that the Anti-Defamation 

League of B’nai B'rith and the American 

Jewish Committee will care to risk the danger 

to their respective organizations of so grave a 

blunder as withdrawing from the National 
Community Relations Advisory Council. 

As is reported, the two civic defense agen- 
cies are giving some thought to such a move 
if the NCRAC adopts the MaclIver report sub- 
Stantially in the form in which it now stands. 

We have too much faith in the good judge- 
ment of men like John Slawson and Benjamin 
Epstein, directors respectively of the Commit- 
tee and the ADL, not to mention Jacob Blau- 
Stein and Frank Goldman, to believe that they 
would lend themselves to such a _ foolhardy 
action. 

There was a time when the AJCommittee 
could defy the will of the Jewish community, 
but that day is passed. 

To be more specific, the American Jewish 
community could not afford to see an organiza- 
tion which the Committee and the ADL had 
part in founding and with whom they have 
been working together for some years, dis- 
rupted by unilateral action of this kind. 

The late Henry Monsky, astute strategist 
that he was, submitted to the formation of the 
NCRAC, which he at first opposed, because he 
was skilled enough as a politician to assay the 
moed of the American Jewish community ac- 
curately and to recognize that a weak NCRAC 
would be preferable to another formula for 
bringing unity into this important field of Jew- 
ish activity which would impose even more se- 
vere restrictions on his ADL. 

In the past ten years many things have 
transpired which have increased the demand 


for unity in the civic defense field. 

In addition the national civic defense organ- 
izations have lost a great deal of popular sup- 
port, due in part to the competition and fight- 
ing between them, but owing more largely to 
the emergence of the local community rela- 
tions agencies. These latter bodies, organized 
into the CRC, known as the Community Rela- 
tions Councils, have assumed an ever larger 
role in civic defense work and have earned the 
support of the local communities to a degree 
which the national agencies never approached. 

Adding to this decline in the national civic 
defense agencies has been a growth of confi- 
dence, a kind of maturity of the American Jew, 
which means that he is no longer so easily 
frightened as he was ten or twenty years ago. 

All these factors, it seems to The Post, 
would make it extremely hazardous for any 
dissident agency to withdraw from the NCRAC 
without risking great harm to itself. 

If the ADL and the Committee were refused 
opportunity to present their views, and if the 
manner in which the MacIver Report is being 
discussed almost from every angle and by 
everyone was anything less than democratic, 
then these two organizations might have some 
basis for taking action. 


But whatever proposals in the MaclIver Re- 
port are adopted, the ADL and the Committee 
will have had full opportunity to present their 
side of the case. 

The B'nai B’rith and the Committee should 
put an end to rumors of threats of their with- 
drawal from the NCRAC immediately. They 
probably are untrue and their continued circu- 
lation will do harm to everyone concerned. 


Jewish Agency To Be Commended 


HE ACTION of The Jewish Agency in 
T withholding insofar as was possible its 
response to the American Jewish Committee’s 
resolution from the daily press certainly war- 
rants commendation. 

For years now, ever since the American 
Council for Judaism has been running to the 
daily press with its dangerous anti-Semitic 
charges against the Zionists, The Post has 
pointed out the wisdom of confining these 
charges over Zionism to the Jewish commu- 
nity. 

The American Council for Judaism was 
waited upon by the Jewish community through 
its recognized representatives to secure an 
agreement to withhold vicious matter from the 
daily press. But no such agreement could be 
reached, With some small justification, the 
Council pointed out that the Zionists used the 
daily press for their propaganda purposes, and 
that the Anglo-Jewish press was more or Jess 
closing its columns to its so-called news. 


But the Jewish Agency seemed to under- 
stand that more was at stake in these bitter 
internecine quarrels than organizational pres- 
tige. The welfare of the Jewish group can be 
endangered by such damaging and fallacious 
accusatiuns as that made by a Jewish group, in 
this instance the Council, against other Jews, 
that a Zionist was a disloyal citizen. 

It is devoutly to be hoped that the pattern 
set by the Jewish Agency will be followed by 
all our national Jewish organizations. 

It would be a most wholesome development; 
if some specific agreement might now be 
reached by all national Jewish organizations 
to limit their fighting words to the Anglo- 
Jewish and yiddish press. 

No group or people washes its dirty linen 
in public, and that is exactly what the Jewish 
group has been doing for years now, while at 
the same time spending millions of dollars to 
influence that public favorably towards the 


Jews.

ROM a long-range viewpoint it is fortunate 

for the American Jewish community that 

the Maclver Report has stirred so much re- 

action and that a deeision one way or another 
will be rendered soon. 


The real decision, as must be obvious to 
anyone who knows his Jewish community, is 
not on the MaclIver Report at all. The decision 
is on whether or not the national Jewish organ- 
izations are supreme bodies beyond the scope 
of direction by the American Jewish commu- 
nity or whether these groups are agencies of 
the community acting as their arms in carry- 
ing out the expressed will of the community. 


From a historical standpoint, the decision 
was actually made some ten years ago when 
the then two most powerful national Jewish 
organizations, the B’nai B’rith and the Ameri- 
,can Jewish Committee were forced against 
their will to join the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council, which is the coor- 
dinating body for our Jewish civic defense 
agencies. 

This showdown came after many years of 
evasion on the part of the ADL and the AJCom- 
mittee to avoid just such control. 


; 


In that decade the theory of the subservi- 
ence of the national agencies to the Jewish 
community has slowly been strengthened. 

So much so, that now the ADL and the 
Committee recognize that unless this their one 
final effort is successful they will never again 
have the opportunity to challenge the concept 
of their fealty to the community. 

At present the national organizations are 
seeking to make prevail a sort of divine right 
theory, which would place them above and 
beyond any community direction. But the fal- 
lacy in this kind of position, is not only its 
authoritarianism and anti-democratic basis, It 
lies also in the fact that the funds to operate 
these agencies do not come from the member@ 
Ships of these agencies, but from the very 
communities whose decisions they contend they 
may ignore or accept depending upon their 
views on the matter in question. 

So the decision to be rendered at the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds in Chicago is a signifi- 
cant one. But if the showdown is avoided or 
postponed, the final decision in favor of the 
Jewish communities is inevitable sooner or 
later.
